Distributive property of 17 
public utilities in St. Louis 
county has been valued at $70,- 
337,460 for 1961 by the Missouri 
Tax Commission, it was re 
ported today by the County Mu- 
nicipal League. 

The valuation, for tax pur- 
poses, is $3,972,381 than 
last year, or an increase of 
about 6 per cent. 

Distributive property valua- 
tions are based on the mileage 
of track, poles, trench and lines 
of utilities operating in more 
than one county,

The league's report, prepared 
by Alfon W. Larson, public ac- 
countant, listed substantial in- 
creases for Union Electric Co. 
and Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., both of which had increases 
in total mileage as well as in 
assessed value for each mile. 

Much smaller changes were 
noted for the other 15 utilities. 
St. Louis Public Service Co.'s. 
valuation dropped from $1,962,- 
591 to $1,786,868. Its mileage in- 
creased slightly, from 100.6 to 
100.8, but its assessed value a 
mile was reduced from $19,508 
to $17,726. 

Union Electric’s assessed valu- 
ation increased about 8 per cent, | 
from $40,578,743 to $43,804,342. | 
Its mileage of poles and trench 
increased from 3346 to 3475 and 
its assessed value a mile from 
$12,124 to $12,602. 

Southwestern Bell’s assessed 
valuation rose from $11,273,579

FLAMETHROWERS 
USED IN FIGHTING 
CALIFORNIA FIRE 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
Backfires were set with flame- 
throwers and fire lines backed 
with bulldozers today in a battle 
to save the homes of coastal 
Pacific Palisades. 


Flames burning down dry, 
brush-covered mountain canyons 
were within half a mile of scat- 
tered houses on the community’s 
outskirts and within a mile of 
built-up residential sections, 

Fire fighters patrolled the sep- 
arate nearby multi-million dollar 
brush fire that consumed 250 
homes, many of movie stars and 
millionaires, in Bel-Air and 
Brentwood. 

This blaze was contained last 
night, but officials said winds, 
if they came, could whip it up 
again. 

Bombers dropping a fire-re- 
tardant borate solution joined 
ground crews in attacking the 
southerly front of the Topanga 
canyon fire threatening Pacific 
Palisades. A front three or four 
miles long flared out of control. 

About 1500 men fought or 
patrolled both fires, the worst 
in southern California history. 


13,150 Acres Destroyed. 

Late statistics on the fires in- 
cluded: 

Acreage destroyed: 13,150— 
7400 in Topanga canyon, 5750 in 
Bel-Air—all of which would have 
been prime defense against 
spring floods. 

Homes destroyed — 259, of 
which nine were in Topanga 
canyon. Hundreds of others 
badly damaged or scorched. 

Injuries, none serious, to about 
100 firemen and residents. 

A wind of about 10 miles an 
hour on the fire front blew the 
flames in the direction of Pacific 
Palisades today. Back fires in 
the night halted the Topanga 
blaze along a six-mile easterly 
front. 

One crew took up defensive 
positions today near the Hunting- 
ton Hartford foundation, a $250,- 
000 art center. Pumper truck 
drew water from the center’s 
100,000-gallon swimming pool. 

At their closest point the two 
fires were about one to two 
miles apart. Authorities said 
there was no immediate danger 
| of their joining. 

Federal Aid Sought. 

Gov. Edmund G. Brown, who 
declared Los Angeles county a 
disaster area, has appealed to 
President Kennedy for federal 
aid. 

Many of the destroyed homes 
were in the $100,000 class. 

Thousands fled homes and 
classrooms. They included for- 
mer Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, movie stars, industrial- 
ists, housewives and school chil- 
dren. Only a few, including 
Nixon and his family, have re- 
turned. 

Only a few of the displaced 
residents took advantage of three 
emergency Red Cross shelters. 

Many congregated at the near- 
by Beverly-Hilton hotel. 

Most of the property damage is 
in the Bel-Air section of the 
Santa Moncia mountains, known 
as Hollywood Hills. 

County supervisors told home 
owners that they will have to 
pay property taxes, even if they 
have only a chimney left. They 
said it does not matter even if 
the home burned down the day 
after the property assessment 
was made last March—the taxes 
must be paid. But the supervisors 
offered to conduct a study to 
determine if they can give 
burned-out families some relief.

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PROAMIRE AGAINST 
100,000,000 OUTLAY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
Senator William Proxmire 
(Dem.), Wisconsin, has called 
on the country’s taxpayers to 
protest against the proposed ex- 
penditure of $100,000,000 on three 
projects he called trivial and un- 
necessary. 

With ‘every nickel needed’ 
for the stepped up defense pro- 
gram, Proxmire sid, it is ‘‘in- 
credible that the Congress should 
deliberately authorize $100,000,- 
000 for trivial and unnecessary 
spending projects.” 

But, he added in a newsletter, 
“unless there is a loud national 
taxpayers’ protest, this is exactly 
what will happen.” 

The proposals which are Prox- 
mire’s target are $20,000,000 for 
an aquarium in Washington, $30,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000 for a pavil- 
ion at the 1964 New York World’s 
Fair, and $40,000,000 for a me- 
morial monument and library 
in Washington honoring James 
Madison. 

Proxmire said, as to the aquar- 
jum: ‘I have nothing against | 
fish but this expenditure is ob- 
viously a wholly unnecessary 
frill.” 

As to the federal investment in 
a pavilion at the New York 
World’s Fair, he said that since 
Congress approved the fair ‘‘with 
the distinct understanding that 
no federal money would be re- 
quired for it, it would be un- 
conscionable that such a vast) 
investment should be made.” 

As to the Madison memorial, | 
Proxmire said that “‘if there is | 
any American who has no need | 
of a memorial it is President | 
Madison, who is enshrined in) 
American hearts forever as fa- | 
ther of the Constitution.” And | 
besides, he added, Madison, Wis., 
is a living memorial to the for- | 
mer President. 

Proxmire said also the Defense 
Department had made a “fan- 
tastic expenditure” of $150,000 to 
remodel the home of the chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
For this price, he said, three 
$50,000 mansions could have been 
built, but $150,000 was spent 
“simply to remodel a present | 
home for one general and his 
family.” | 

“The amount may be small in | 
a 47-billion-dollar defense budget, | 
but this example of extravagance | 
on the part of the nation’s No. 1 
military officer could not be 
worse,”’ Proxmire said.

[he secretary told a press 
conference that proposed new 
tariff-cutting authority, advo- 


cated publicly by Under Secre- 
tary of State George W. Ball, “‘is 
not Administration policy yet.’ 
Hodges held the conference be- 
fore leaving for St. Louis for a 
White House regional conference. 

Hodges said the whole tariff 
matter ‘“‘is being studied and 
looked at’’ prior to a decision on 
what Congress may be asked to 
do by the President. 

The Secretary said that Ball 
has stated ‘‘courageously a long- 
term program.” 

“You can’t decide overnight 
what you are going to ask for,” 
Hodges said. 

Asked whether he sympathized 
with lowering trade barriers, the 
Secretary said, ‘‘We’ve got to 
think in. terms of freer trade or 
we will not get our share of the 
growing world market.” 

Favors Safeguards. 

He emphasized there should be 
“proper safeguards’? in any new 
trade policy. 

Many Administration officials 
favor a major overhaul of the 
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the President to eliminate tar- 
iffs entirely on specified goods; 
tighten the so-called ‘escape 
clause,” under which any in- 
'dustry showing it will be dam- 
aged by a tariff cut can have it 
canceled, and provide financial 
and technical help to employers 
and workers where the damage 
from imports is abnormally 
eavy,.

AFTER HIS inauguration late 


last year, President Velasco em- 


barked on a policy of intensive 
flirtation with the extreme left 
and the groups supporting Cuba’s 
Premier Fidel Castro. 

Castro’s foremost Ecuadorian 
admirer, Manuel Araujo Hidalgo, 
was named interior minister and 
on one occasion led an anti- 
United States parade in Quito. 

Early this year, Araujo re 
signed but for a long period 
remained on close _ personal 
terms with President Velasco. 
There were powerful rumblings 
of discontent among moderate 
and rightist groups and, in the 
spring, the talk in Quito was 
either of a military coup d’ etat 
or a leftist revolution. 

In July, Velasco moved almost 
completely away from his leftist 
alliances, though he maintained 
a policy of cordiality toward the 
Castro regime. About that time, 
Vice President Carlos Julio 
Arosemena Monroy went to Mos- 
cow, Prague and Warsaw, 
against the instructions of the 
President. On his return, Aro- 
semena, a wealthy Guayaquil 
man, demanded that Ecuador 
establish close ties with the 
Communist world. 


THIS MARKED the final cleav- 
age between the President and

» up its civil defense campaign by sending 
i9 every household in the country a pamphlet 
urging people to improvise their own fallout 
shelters, to cost $150 or less. This is supposed 
to meet the objection that millions of Ameri- 
cans cannot afford to have shelters built for 
them at $1000 up. But it does not answer the 
question of how carefully the Administration 
has thought through the assumptions on which 
its whole civil defense program rests. 

The President sounds persuasive when he 
says we need the program for “insurance,” to 
save as many lives as possible even if millions 
were lost in a nuclear attack. But how much 
insurance will the nation really obtain if pro- 
viding shelters is left up to the individual, 
with the Government confining itself to ex- 
hortation ind navion? 

x * * 

It has been argued that inadequate civil de- 
fense may invite an enemy attack or encour- 
age nuclear blackmail. But the kind of shel- 
te.s proposed by the Administration offer 
dubious and temporary protection from radi- 
ation only to people far from the scene of 
actual bombings. How much would they actu- 
ally deter an enemy resolved on attack? We 
find it hard to believe that an aggressor would 
withhold his assault because a certain num- 
ber of people not in the target areas might 
escape death from fallout in the ensuing two 


weeks. If an enemy is going to be deterred, 
it will be because he knows an attack will 
mean devastating retaliation on his own 


country 

For the same reasons we are skeptical of 
the ‘credibility’ argument that fallout shel- 
ters would strengthen the President’s hand in 
a protracted crisis, such as the present one 
over Berlin. The President does have a prob- 
lem in making credible the nation’s will to 
engage in nuclear warfare, but the problem 
is not likely to be solved by persuading a cer- 
tain part of the population: to build fallout 
shelters. 

Deep shelters, designed to protect the whole 
population from blast and fire as well as fall- 
out, would come closer to effective “insur- 
ance” than fallout shelters. Yet though they 
might protect people, they would not protect 
the cities, the transportation, the communica- 
tions which make organized society possible. 
The cost would be so staggering that the 
Administration does not propose such a pro- 
gram. And to put the entire population under- 
ground might constitute a major aggravation 
of the arms race by giving us the capacity to 
wage aggressive as well as retaliatory warfare. 

if the Administration for these reasons is 
unwiiling to sponsor a comprehensive shelter 
program, how much is gained by a halfway 
effort which bears the aspect of doing some- 
thing just to be doing something? 

Newsweek, in a review of the problem, says 
the Administration program is based on the as- 
sumption that the Soviets do not have enough 
nuclear weapons to attack both military tar- 
gets and our cities. They would attack only 
our missile and SAC bases, it is reasoned, 
thus sparing urban dwellers who had built 
fallout shelters. 

- - . 

We do not know how well-founded the as- 
sumption is, but one might infer from it, not 
a hope that the cities would survive, but a be- 
lief that an attack under these circumstances 
would not take place. Is any aggressor likely 
to hit only the bases of present weapons, and 
not the population and the factories that 
could produce new ones? And why assume 
only a single attack? Surely the whole con- 
cept of nuclear warfare involves striking a 
paralyzing blow at the enemy’s entire society. 
After such a blow, any survivors who came 
out of their fallout shelters would have noth- 
ing to come out to. 

The Administration ought to re-think the 
problem, and think it through. Mass evacua- 
tion was offered as the panacea only a few 
years ago, but is now seen to be an illusion. 
Are fallout shelters any better? The basic 
fact about nuclear warfare is that organized 
society cannot survive it. Perhaps it is wiser 
to face that fact squarely than to evade it by 
talking of the survival of some individuals. 


The Twist 

The American backbone is being tested in 
many areas these days including night clubs 
and private parties throughout the land where 
a dance called the Twist is a current craze. 
The modified bump and grind has recently 
brought prominence to an obscure New York 
night club called the Peppermint Lounge 
which has become the shrine of the faithful 
followers of the new step. Cafe society is 
twist conscious, including a Kennedy. 

Psychiatrists say the twist approximates 
certain primitive ritual dances but we doubt 
that John Smith and Pocahontas engaged in 
such foolishness. The Twist, however, is as- 
sured of its place in cultural history along 
with the Shimmy, the Charleston, the Black 
Bottom, and the Hula Hoop. Anyone for an 
Indian rain dance? 


For the New St. Louis 

It would be worse than short-sighted if St. 
Louis—while dramatically transforming its 
riverfront—were to neglect other neighbor- 
hoods. The arch was not designed as a gate- 
way to decay. That is why a $110,639,000 
bond issue was voted in 1955, and why the 
Citizens’ Bond Issue Screening Committee 
recommends a further $26,446,000 issue. 

While St. Louis is $39,000,000 under its 
bond ceiling, Mayor Tucker prudently urged 
that the new issue be held to about $25,000.- 
000. This meant the elimination of some 
meritorious proposals, but renewal must be 
governed by fiscal responsibility if it is not 
to be the cause of future troubles. 

The willingness to assume proper official 
obligations, however, should inspire the com- 
munity pride which induces individuals and 
groups to undertake with private means en- 
terprises for which public funds are not avail- 
able. These range from the painting of a house 
or the planting of a tree to the support of cul- 
tural activities. 

An incentive to this is the considerable sum 
of bond dollars recommended for street im- 


, ‘provements and neighborhood rehabilitation. 
_’Qutstanding is the recommendation of $5,000,- 


000 for the two big federally assisted neigh- 
borhood conservation and rehabilitation pro- 
grams on the North Side. These do not in- 
volve the sort of levelling which was necessary 
in the Mill Creek area. Only unsound struc- 
tures are to be replaced. The Government 
will contribute two dollars for every dollar 
spent by the community. 
nicipal facilities in connection with the $50,- 
The largest single item—$6,000,000 for mu- 


000,000 downtown stadium—is an example of 
the spectacular results which may be achieved 
by private and public co-operation. Akin to 
jt is the recommendation of $2,000,000 for 
the development of a plaza in the two blocks 
between Broadway, Seventh, Market and 
Chestnut streets. This will be an important 
step toward completion of the mall running 
from the Old Courthouse to the Civil Courts 
building. 

The bond issue proposals are not all in- 
tended for outward show. The $725,000 for 
branch libraries, the $1,848,000 for the new 
Juvenile Court and Detention Home, and the 
$313,000 for improvements at Missouri Hills 
acknowledge human responsibilities. 

Over all, the proposals are modest. Supple- 
menting the 1955 funds, they are meant to 
round out a transformation which has at- 
tracted national attention, and so they must 
recommend themselves to the voters looking 
to the city’s third century as one of new ener- 
gy rather than one of exhaustion and decay. 


Going All the Way 

The plan to consolidate St. Louis and 
St. Louis county into a new “municipal county” 
is the work of a group that two years ago 
helped defeat the Metropolitan District plan 
on the ground that it did not go far enough. 

This one would go virtually all the way, 
merging the city, the county, the county’s 
98 municipalities, the Metropolitan St. Louis 
Sewer District and the county’s various spe- 
cial-purpose districts into a single government 
entity. Just about every taxing arm of local 
government is thrown into the pot except the 
school districts, which would remain separate 
entities. 

Essentially it is the ‘‘merger” plan all over 
again, with one important distinction. It would 
be put into effect not by concurrent majorities 
in St. Louis and St. Louis county, but by a 
self-enforcing amendment to the Missouri 
Constitution on which the people of the whole 
state would vote. 

Merger through the means of the proposed 
municipal county is one of several possible 
methods, the District plan being another, for 
creating a government with the area-wide 
jurisdiction essential to coping with area-wide 
needs. These include efficient traffic control, 
improved police teamwork, over-all land-use 
planning and the creation of a public agency 
specifically charged with assembly of indus- 
trial tracts for new economic development, 
among other things. 

None of these essential services is now 
being. performed for the simple reason that 
no local government has either the area-wide 
jurisdiction or the power to provide them, 
and this is a major contributing factor to the 
metropolitan area’s lag in economic growth. 

There is no question about the needs. While 
we supported the District plan for reasons 
we believed to be sound and sufficient, we 
have no doctrinaire opposition to merger. A 
case can be made for going all the way if 
there is any hope of persuading the voters to 
do it. If the merger advocates can obtain a 
sufficiency of signatures to put their proposal 
on the state-wide ballot, that will be the time 
to examine in detail both the proposal and its 
method of execution. 


Resisting Change 

{t would be interesting to know whether 
Under Secretary of State Chester Bowles is 
making converts to his view that the United 
States must face the facts of the world today 
and accept the responsibilities that have been 
thrust upon it. Mr. Bowles has been saying, 


_ as he did in a speech in Washington this week, 


that “some of our most respected fellow-citi- 
zens” are turning to isolationist thinking be- 
cause the United States can no longer con- 
trol the shape of world affairs. 

Mr. Bowles thus puts his finger on the real 
source of the frustrations that have erupted 
into ultra-conservative movements such as the 
John Birch Society. Because the United States 
has limited power, and cannot fashion the 
world in its own image, some Americans feel 
a juvenile compulsion to return to a safer 
world which, if it ever really existed, exists 
no longer. For these Americans, if they live 
long enough, the transition to a realistic out- 
look is likely to be prolonged and painful. 
Much educational work along the line of Mr. 
Bowles’s efforts remains to be done. For the 
nation does have its responsibilities, which 
cannot be repudiated. 


Dr. Adenauer’s Worries 

Dr. Adenauer must be a worried man as he 
begins another term as West German chancel- 
lor, and he surely will share his worries with 
President Kennedy when he arrives in Wash- 
ington. Their cause is the intense national- 
ism of the Free Democrats whose support he 
needs now that his Christian Democrats are 
12 votes short of a majority in the Bundestag. 
He got that help only after weeks of angry 
bargaining and at the cost of a coalition policy 
statement which makes stiff demands on Ger- 
many’s NATO partners. 

While the Free Democrats call for “a more 
flexible foreign policy,” their leaders want all 
NATO members—really meaning Germany— 
to have nuclear power and “a voice in deci- 
sions about atomic warheads.” They want 
German officers to have greater authority in 
the NATO command. They want a stronger 
German defense force. And they insist on a 
virtual veto over all possible East-West agree- 
ments affecting Germany. 

How far the Free Democrats can go remains 
to be seen. After all, they have only 67 par- 
liamentary seats compared with the Christian 
Democrats’ 212 and the Social Democrats’ 190. 
Yet the Socialists until a few years ago were 
stridently nationalistic. And if their leader, 
Mayor Brandt of Berlin, really has lost faith 
in Washington, they may be tempted to work 
with Dr. Adenauer’s reluctant political allies 
in edging him away from the West. And 
what happens when he steps down two years 
from now as he has promised? Do the Free 
Democrats believe that by then they can gain 
a preponderance? 

Today they profess to fear that the West 
may sacrifice German interests to placate 
Moscow. But may they not be tempted to 
bargain with the Kremlin eventually? It may 
be unpleasant to look at the dark side of the 
coin, but it is the duty of statesmanship to 
anticipate the worst so that nations may not 
blunder into it. | 

Dr. Adenauer has been difficult at times. 
But he has also been courageous, humane, de- 
voted to peace—and a real believer in the 
integration of Germany into a unified Europe. 
The West must hope that his concessions to 
the Free Democrats do not compromise his 
stand against German nationalism.

Moderately Conservative Senator Fulbright Faces Challenge From Far Right

Washington currently sets the elec- 
tion chances of Senator J. W. Fulbright 
of Arkansas next year at only about 
50-50.

Between Book Ends The Case for Recognit 


RECOGNITION OF COMMUNIST 
CHINA? A Study in Argument, by 
Robert P. Newman. (Maemillan, 318 
pas., $4.95 cloth, $1.95 paper.) 


This book has been published at a 
key juncture in the history of the 
United Nations—the time when the dis- 
cussion of the admission of Communist 
China to that body has become some- 
thing more than academic. 

The seating of Communist China and 
the related issue of the recognition of 
the Peiping regime by the United 
States are treated carefully by Robert 
P. Newman—for he examines the nu- 
merous aspects of both questions in a 
concise, yet full treatment of the sub- 
ject. He comes to the conclusion that 
recognition by the United States and a 
seat in the U.N. for the Communist 
Chinese is a logical step, and should be 
taken soon. ; 

He holds that too much time has 
elapsed since Americans were close to 
China and the Chinese. Thus, he argues 


that quick contact with the Chinese 
Communists is a much better course 
to follow than the present one of a com- 
plete standoff. There is critical need, 
he writes, for better information about 
the China mainland and this can come 
only through the establishment of a 
diplomatic mission in Peiping. 

His arguments are persuasive on this 
score, just as is his discussion of U.N. 
membership for the Peiping regime. 
He thinks that Communist China can 
easily be voted U.N. membership 
against United States opposition, and 
that avoidance of a political defeat in 
the U.N. could result from United 
States withdrawal of opposition to Pei- 
ping’s entry into that organization. 

Mr. Newman holds that United States 
support for the Taiwan regime of the 
exiled Nationalist Chinese of Chiang 
Kai-shek should be maintained. He 
would see to it that the U.N. Security 
Council seat now held by the Taiwan 
Government be given the Government 
in Peiping, but he would keep Taiwan 


against appropriations for the McCar- 
thy committee. At that time he was 
re-elected without opposition. 

Senator Fulbright also precipitated 
the controversy over the role of the 
Pentagon in politics,. erystalizing 
around Gen. Edwin A. Walker, a mem- 
ber of the John Birch Society, who 
purportedly tried to indoctrinate sol- 
diers under his command in Europe 
and who was transferred by the War 
Department. 

A Senate subcommittee will investi- 
gate the Walker matter. Members of 
the far-right school of Senators Gold- 
water and Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina oppose action that ‘‘muzzles”’ 
the armed services. Though Senator 
Fulbright will not be on trial himself 
the investigation will involve his judg- 
ment. 

Gov. Orval Faubus of Arkansas, who 
leaped to world prominence in the 
Little Rock desegregation affair and 
caused President Eisenhower to send 
troops to preserve order, is a likely 
opponent of Senator Fulbright. He at- 
tacks “iniquitous internationalism’”’ in 
current speeches. He is not yet, how- 
ever, an avowed candidate. 

A possible contender is Representa- 
tive Dale Alford, a Faubus lieutenant, 
who in 1958 unseated another strong 
internationalist, Brooks Hays of Ar- 
kansas. Mr. Hays now is Assistant 
Secretary of State. Arkansas loses two 
House seats by redistricting and Mr. 
Alford apparently must either knock 
off Representative Wilbur Mills, power- 
ful chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, or take on Mr. Ful- 
bright. 

If Gov. Faubus tries for the Ful- 
bright seat, Mr. Alford seems likely 
to try for the governorship.

Is Mr. Newman right? This review- 
er suspects that most Americans would 
disagree with him—but this does not 
mean he is wrong. Indeed, one of the 
perplexing aspects of post-World War 
Il America, in the eyes of some ob- 
servers, has been the tendency of the 
government and people to overlook 
political reality. There are 650,000,000 
Chinese under the arm of Peiping’s re- 
gime. They exist, and a China that is 
Communist exists. Despite moral pro- 
nouncements—the constant chant that 
Peiping’s regime is immoral—little has 
been gained by the United States’s con- 
tinued refusal to recognize Peiping. 

Perhaps it is time to try Mr. New- 
man’s approach, 

But whether one agrees with Mr. 
Newman’s conclusions or not, his book 
is a carefully reasoned presentation of 
one of the top issues of the day. It de- 
serves a wide audience.

Friendly Enemies 

Gerry Perry, the football 
Cardinals’ placekicker, was 
pleased to read Red Smith’s 
column about his Detroit 
counterpart, Jim Martin, in 
yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. 

“T'll save it for Jim,” he 
said. ““You know, we were 
roommates at Detroit.”’ 

The Lions will play the Big 
Red Sunday at Busch Stadium 
and, because Detroit is a 
Western Conference team in 
the National Football League, 
this game will be Perry’s first 
league appearance against his 
former team after five seasons 
in the light blue of the Lions. 

Perry, traded to St. Louis a 
year ago for defensive half- 
back Dick (Night Train) Lane, 
joined the Lions in 1954, the 
year they were crushed by 
Cleveland in the playoffs. 
Gerry played four defensive 
line positions as a valuable 
handyman when Detroit won 
the N.F.L. title im ‘57. 

Still highly versatile, the 31- 
year-old veteran was a defen- 
sive end for the Cardinals last 
year, but so far this season 
has been more on offense, first 
as a center, now as a tackle 
and, always, when it’s time to 
try for one point or three from 
placement. 

A year ago the 6-4, 240-pound 
Perry broke a Cardinals’ field 
goal record set by drop-kicker 
Paddy Driscoll in 1922, kicking 
13 in 20 tries, including his 
longest—44 yards against the 
Giants at Yankee Stadium. 

None, however, matched the 
thrill he experienced earlier 
this season when his place- 
kick in the final five seconds 
handed the champion Philadel- 
phia Eagles their only defeat 
so far, 30-27.

Shaken up by his release, 
Perry went back to college 
for a year to begin work on 
his Master's degree and 
teaches in the off-season now.

“The center’s snap is im- 
portant, too, of course,’ he 
said, ‘‘but the man holding gets 
too little credit, too little if 
he can put the ball down on 
the same spot each time. You 
know, in pro football we're 
not allowed to use a tee as 
they are in college ball.” 

Gerry said a _ placekicker 
met the cowhide about a third 
of the way up the ball, square- 
toed kicking shoe extended 
slightly upward. To compen- 
sate for a wind drifting 
across the field, the man 
holding will tilt the, ball to- 
ward himself or away. The 
kicker, in any case, lines up his 
target directly between the up- 
rights and tries, as always, to 
kick the ball squarely. 

“My ball,” he disclosed, 
“gets elevation quickly and 
that’s good for a short kick, 
to make certain the ball clears 
the bar. Jim Martin’s kick 
doesn’t get up there as fast, 


but it really goes a long way.” |

Missourt 
Still Is 
Bow! Hope 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (AP) — 
The door to the Orange Bow! is 
wide open afd could include the 
University of Missouri football 
team, according to a representa- 
tive at Miami, Fla. 

Television is a big factor in 
the bowl picture. Sponsors want 
teams with colorful performers 
and broad regional appeal. Since 
big money is involved, bowl se- 
lectors pay heed. This could 
work against such fine unbeaten 
teams as Colorado and Rutgers. 

One team will come from the 
Big Eight but this does not have 
to be the conference champion, 
now shaping up as Colorado. “If 
Colorado falls by the wayside, 
then we have Missouri or Kan- 
sas,’ said Ernie Seiler, Orange 
Bowl! president. Georgia Tech 
and Syracuse are possible oppo- 
nents for the Big Eight repre- 
sentative. 

Another element of uncertainty 
in the bowl picture is that a Big 
Ten team may not be invited to 
the biggest of them all—the Rose 
Bow! in Pasadena, Calif. There 
is at least a fair chance Alabama 
might get the bid. 

The working agreement be- 
tween the West Coast and the 
Big Ten has expired, although 
Minnesota was invited last year. 
There is some disagreement 
within the Big Ten over the 
game and the upshot could be a 
switch by the West Coast group 
to another area for the visiting 
team. 

Among the teams almost cer- 
tain to be invited somewhere 
during the bowl season are Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana 
State and possibly Georgia Tech 
of the Southeastern Conference; 
all-conquering Texas of the 
Southwest Conference; Maryland 
and Syracuse on the Eastern 
seaboard, and Army and Navy, 
if they condescend to go.

Last season Davis caught one 
pass for 17 yards. In the first 
six games this year, he was 
used sparingly and caught one 
pass. But when Wilson switched 
to the new formation, Davis 
came to life. He caught four 
passes against 'Los Angeles in 
the Lions’ 28-10 victory and four 
more n the 20-20 tie with San 
Francisco before his ankle was 
injured in the first half.

“He really can go like the 
wind. We started scoring more 
with the offense.

nent can’t red-dog so much. We 
also mix in the T formation down 
close.” 

Since the Detroit change, the 
Lions have jumped from ninth 
to seventh in total offense in the 
N.F.L. On a roll-out, quarterback 
Ninowski sometimes takes the

twice that way against the 49ers. 

But the big lift has been in the 
passing game.

Good weather and feed condi- 
tions have brought sizable num- 
bers of ducks into the Missouri- 
Illinois-Arkansas area, but last 
summer’s drouth and present 
flooding conditions are making 
this a generally difficuca season 
for the hunter. 

A Post-Dispatch check with con- 
servation officials in the three- 
state region resulted in reports 
on duck populations that ranged 
from ‘‘more than ever seen be- 
fore” along the Missouri river 
to ‘‘about normal’’ in the north- 
east part of Arkansas, where the 
season will open the day after 
Thanksgiving. 

‘Slow’ Season. 


The duck season in Missouri, 
which opened last Friday and 
will extend through Dec. 2, was 
described as ‘‘rather slow’ in 
public areas as far as the hunter 
is concerned. In Illinois, the 
season, which opened Oct. 28 
and will last through Nov. 26, got 
off to a good start, but then 
‘pooped out,” in the words of 
one official. 

The Missouri Conservation 
Commission reported plenty of 
ducks, but noted that hunters 
have found.it difficult to reach 


_the migrants in flooded areas up 


and down the Missouri river and 
particularly in the Grand river 
bottoms. 

Hunters also were finding 
fewer young birds, which decoy 
more readily than adults. The 
preponderance of older birds, | 


i 
‘which are more wary, is a result | 


of the drouth of last summer. | 
Production was reduced when | 
the mallards and pintails were | 
forced to push farther north into | 
less suitable habitat, and surveys 
have indicated at best a one-to- | 
two ratio between young birds 
and adults this season. | 

Bag Limit Cut. | 


The poor production was re-| 
flected in federal regulations | 
along the flyway, with seasons | 
cut from the 50 days of last | 


and Illinois, and with daily bags 
cut from four to two. Possession 
limits were reduced from six to | 
four. 

While late reports were not in 
hand from all of Missouri's six 
public hunting grounds, the best 
bet for St. Louis hunters ap- 
peared to be the Duck Creek 
area in the southeast part of the 
Stale. 


Hunting was termed very good 
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at Duck Creek, at a rate of 1.8 
ducks a hunter, and with an esti- 
mated 9000 ducks in the shootine 


area. A total of 442 hunters had 
reported a cag of 782 ducks in 


the first five days of season at | 
Duck Creek, where the weather | 


had been relatively dry. 

Few hunters were reported in 
the area on week days, with most 
of the pressure on the weekends. 
Shooting hours in Missouri, and 
in Illinois, are from sunrise to 
sunset.

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‘Hide the Alley Man' 


Northland Bowl manager Don 
McClaren and Harry Golden, 
a field representative for the 
Professional Bowlers Associa- 
tion, were going through a 
lengthy check-list as they made 
plans for the P.B.A. meet at 
Northland in April. 

As they came to an item 
well down the list, Golden low- 
ered the paper and looked 
pleadingly toward McClaren. 


“And your alley maintenance 
man—please try to keep him 
hidden until the bowlers are 
gone from the building,’’ Gold- 
en said. “Don’t let anybody 
talk to him, for his sake and 
for ours.” 


The P.B.A. man was asked 
the reason for secrecy. 

“Because he probably will 
try to please everybody,’’ Gold- 
en replied. ‘And that’s im- 
possible. You’d be astounded to 
listen to the contrasting ideas 
that different professional 
bowlers have about the same 
lanes. One will tell the alley 
man that they’re too slow, an- 
other will complain that they’re 
too fast, some will complain 
about sticky approaches and 
others will moan that they are 
oversliding. 

“Tf the man who does the 
alleys each night pays atten- 
ion to them, we’re liable to 
have a swarm of legitimate 
complaints because he’ll, be do- 
ing something different to them 
each time.” 

Golden said that the P.B.A. 
preferred that the lanes be kept 
much the same way as the 
sponsoring establishment nor- 
mally keeps them. The pins, 
which should weigh about 3 
pounds, 6 ounces, should be 
used in league play for two 
weeks prior to the tournament. 

The gist of the instructions 
seemed to be that the pro or- 
| ganization didn’t want to pro- 
vide undesirable bowling con- 
ditions for its tournament en- 
trants, but neither would there 
be an attempt to produce a 
flock of phony scores. 


$750,000 in Prizes 

The meet at Northland will 
be one of 17 P.B.A. meets on 
the winter tour. There: proba- 
bly will be that many or more 
on a nationwide summer sched- 
ule, according to Golden. 

The prizes for 17 pro meets 
in the calendar year of 1961 
will total $250,000, including the 
$40,000 at the P.B.A. National 
Championship in Cleveland this 
weekend. That will be the last 
of this year’s tournaments. 

Next year, Golden predicted, 
the pro bowlers will compete 
for $750,000. 

Television will help boost the 


amount. The last hour and a 
half of each of the winter 
meets will be televised by the 
A.B.C. network and shown on 
Saturday afternoon. Most of 
the events will be carried live. 

“The A.B.C. people became 
interested in arranging such a 
contract after checking the rat- 
ings for the showing of the 
wind-up of the $75,000 tourna- 
ment at Paramus, N.J., last 
spring,’’ said Golden. ‘‘They 
had virtually every sport on 
their ‘Wide World of Sports’ | 
show, but the bowling match 
attracted 16.5 per cent more 
viewers than the next best pro- 
gram.” 


The members of the P.B.A. 
know that television is their 
best hope of keeping their tour- 
nament tour healthy. The seat- 
ing capacity at most bowling 
lanes is limited (Northland 
may find room for about 1000 
in bleacher-type seats), so a 
sponsor hardly can hope to do 
more than break even. 


With a maximum 144 en- 
trants paying $100 each, and 
the entire amount going into 
the prize fund, and Northland 
guaranteeing $10,800, St. Louis 
will have a meet offering $24,- 
800 to the high finishers, 


No. Carry-Over 


The TV people are not much 
concerned about how the tour- 
nament is operated prior to the 
time the cameras are turned 
on, but they do insist on an in- 
teresting finish. To insure this, 
the pros have had to make a 
large concession. The bowlers 
who qualify for the TV portion 
must go on the air with an 
equal chance to win, so that 
the viewing audience will have 
a reason to keep watching. 


Therefore, there will be no 
carry-over by a bowler who 
might have dominated the 
earlier part of the tournament. 

In the Northland meet, for 
instance, four finalists will 
bowl in a round-robin of one- 
game matches. Prior to that, 
there will have been a series 
of eliminations, but should a 
comparative unknown reach 
the final TV round, he would 
have a chance to knock off the 
stars. 


‘“‘Naturally there is some dis- 
agreement among our mem- 
bers as to how the tourna- 
ments should be conducted,” 
said Golden, ‘‘but one wouldn’t 
expect an organization of 642 
men to exist without differ- 
ences of opinion. 

“We must be keeping the 
bowlers generally happy, 
though. In the three years of 
the P.B.A.’s existence, only 10 
bowlers have dropped out.”

One of the oldest game 
sauces, said to date back to 
George III of England, and 
one of the best, is made by 


rant jelly in a sauce pan. 
Then add a lump of butter the 
size of a walnut and a cup of 
good red wine, preferably 
port. Place a soupcon of pow- 
dered ginger, a whole clove, 
and a tablespoon of lemon 
juice in the jelly-wine mix- 
ture and simmer gently on a 
low flame. A dash of cognac 
brandy is optional. This sauce 
can be used equally well on 
venison, ducks, rabbits or 
any wild game. 

Marinades serve two pur- 
poses. They flavor the game 
and tenderize the tougher 
meats. Many game cooks re- 
move the meat from the mari- 
nade after an hour or so has 
elapsed. For flavor as well as 
effect, 24 hours is not too long, 
and 48 hours is better. Try the 
following on a venison roast: 
1 cup of apple or tarragon 
vinegar, 1 cup of sauterne 
wine, 1 cup of catsup, 2 table- 
spoons sugar, a quantity of 
celery leaves, parsley, a small 
chopped onion and a carrot cut 
in rounds. Turn the meat 
every few hours and baste with 
the marinade. This, of course, 
should be under refrigeration. | 


After the meat has ‘‘cured”’ 
sufficiently, place it and the 
marinade in a covered roaster 
with the oven set at 350 de- 
grees. Baste frequently dur- 
ing the cooking process and 
add equal parts of consomme 
and water if needed. Test with 
fork and do not overcook, The 
roast should be a pinkish red

The European experiment in 
establishing international legal 
machinery for protection § of 
human rights has been both a 
cause and effect of the world- 
wide desire for human justice, 
a noted Swiss jurist said here 
today. 

Dietrich Schindler, visiting 
professor of law at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan this semester, 
told students and faculty mem- 
| bers of the Washington Univer- 
sity Law School that the Euro- 
Commission on Human 
Rights and its court have in- 
spired similar regional attempts 
in this hemisphere by the Or- 
American States 
and in Africa. 

The OAS and a working group 
of lawyers in Nigeria have pre- 
pared only draft resolutions for 
international courts of justice in 
their areas, whereas the Euro- 
pean Court on Human Rights has 
been in operation since 1959, 
Schinder noted. These regional 
legal structures are attempting 
,to serve as substitutes for the 
defeated United Nations draft 
convention on human rights, he 
added, 

The convention, which met 
after World War II atrocities 
came to light, eventually failed 
because of the great diversity 
of opinion on human rights be- 
tween the Communist nations 
and the free world, Schindler 
stated, 

Schindler, professor of inter- 
national and constitutional law 
at the University of Zurich, said 
it was still too early to gauge 
the effectiveness of the European 
Court on Human Rights since 
it has handed down only one de- 
cision to date. 

The sole decision concerned an 
alleged violation of human rights

De Gaulle’s reference to other 
political elements presumably 
included -the right-wing Ewuro- 
peans in Algeria, although he 
did not spell this out. Neither 
did he mention the extremist 
Secret Army Organization, which 
has been responsible for a ter- 
ror campaign in Algeria and 
metropolitan France. 

De Gaulle got a warm recep- 
tion today from Corsicans who 
turned out to cheer him.

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 8 — 
Richard J. Hughes, who scored 
a stunning upset victory yester- 
day over James P. Mitchell to 
become governor of New Jersey, 
was little known outside staie 
party circles until his selection 
as the Democratic candidate. 

The 6-foot, 210-pound former 
jurist is far from the typical 
picture of the politician, and he 
looks much younger than his 51 
years. 

Yesterday’s election was 
Hughes’s second campaign for 
public office. In his first he went 
down to defeat as an aspirant 
for a seat in the House of 
Representatives when he was 28. 
He is the first Roman Catholic 
to win the governorship in New 
Mitchell is 
man Catholic. 

On this point, Hughes recalled 
that he once told a Bergen coun- 
ty Holy Name Society that gov- 
ernment aid to parochial schools 
would not only be the worst 
thing for the parochial schools 
but also for the church. 

He wraps up his _ political 
philosophy in a few simple 
phrases. He says that the para- 
mount problems of the people 
of his state are taxes, education- 
al needs, urban renewal and 
mass transportation. It is in- 
cumbent on the state executive, 
he insists, that the solution of 
these problems be sought on the 
democratic principle of the 
greatest good for the greatest 
number. 

Hughes was born in Florence, 
Burlington county, N.Y., on Aug. 
10, 1909. 
Hughes, had been a 
of Burlington,

commissioner. Hughes attended 
St. Joseph’s College and was 
graduated from the New Jersey 
Law School. 

He took his first political step 
in 1937 when he became a state 
committeeman from Mercer 
county. He was appointed to his 
first post in 1939 as an assistant 
United States attorney. He was 
appointed to the common pleas 


bench in 1948, and in 1952 he 
was elevated to the superior 
court. 


In the meantime, he had at- 
tained the chairmanship of the 
Democratic party in Mercer 
county in 1945, and started the 
ascendancy of the party to its 
present dominance in the Trenton 
ared. 

It was while on the county 
bench that Hughes deepened his 
interest in juvenile problems and 
became an. authority on proba- 
tion systems. 

Hughes’s first wife, the former 
Meriam McGrory, died in 1950. 
They had three boys and a 
daughter. A few years later he 
married a widow, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Murphy, who had three 
children at the time. Hughes 
has had two children by his 
second marriage. 

Aside from his political and 
law interests, Hughes has been 
active, in the Elks, the Knights 
of Columbus and the Boy Scouts. 

He likes detective stories, 
plays an occasional game of 
golf and goes in for bridge with 
old family friends.

On 
Oct. 16, the government an- 
nounced the discovery of a “‘huge 
revolutionary plot” led by ex- 
treme rightists and leftists. It 
said that ‘“‘Communist weapons’”’ 
were found. Actually, reports of 


clandestine arrivals of weapons 


into Ecuador had been current 
since last year. 


RIOTS ACROSS the country 
continued in the latter part of 
October, and last week there 
were disturbances in the high- 
land province of Azuay until the 
government ordered martial law. 

Violence in Cuenca over the 
weekend resulted in several 
deaths, and Monday the riots 
moved to the port city of 
Guayaquil. 

At that point, Vice President 
Arosemena, surrounded by troops 
in the Congress building, told a 
student delegation that President 
Velasco had acted unconstitution- 
ally and that, therefore, he was 
ready to assume office. 

Flying back from Guayaquil 
Monday night, the President 
ordered Arosemena’s arrest. At 
dawn yesterday, an engineers’ 
regiment rose in the Vice Presi- 
dent’s defense, but it was de- 
feated by loyal troops. 

The outlook, reports from Quito 
said, was for continuing agita- 
tion and violence. The political 
problem, therefore, was to find 
a way of pacifying the country 
so that it could. proceed with the 
much needed reforms.

He is on record 
as saying also that Chinese wast 
munism is the wave of the future 
in southeast Asia. 

Some observers believe that 
his recent outbursts against the 
United States and its allies,

He concluded his talk to the 
Asia Society with these words: 
“The day we find ourselves fac- 
ing only one all-powerful bloc, 
the days of our independence, 
perhaps even existence, will be 
counted. 


“This is why we are absolutely 
sincere when we say that we 
want the United States and our 
other Western friends to preserve 
and maintain their influence, 
their position and their prestige 
in our area.” 

TO A WESTERN diplomat he 
stated the situation in blunter 
terms. On hearing that Presi- 
dent Sukarno of Indonesia was 
about to visit Peiping, Sihanouk 
said cynically: 

‘Sure he will get the red car- 
pet. treatment — banquets, pa- 
rades, big crowds and audiences 
with Mao Tse-tung and Chou En- 


lai. I know because I’ve been 
through all that. 
“But if the Western presence 


ever disappears from southeast 
Asia and I go to Peiping, Chou 
En-lai will say, ‘Sihanouk, on 
your knees.’ ”’

REPORT BY TVA 
“SHOWS GROWTH 
~INAREA SERVED

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 — A’ 
dramatic picture of industrial | 
growth and improved living con- | 
ditions in the area served by | 
the Tennessee Valley Authority | 
is presented in a report made | 

public today. 

The study shows that since TVA 
was established by Congress in 
1933, industrial employment in 
the region has increased twice 
as fast as the national trend. 


Living conditions have been| § = 


improved through the extension 
of cheap electricity to homes 
throughout the area. By last 
June 30 nearly 1,300,000 residen- 
tial customers used TVA power, 
compared with less than half 
that many in 1947. 


Homes in the TVA area used 


more than twice as much elec-| | ~ 


tric energy, on the average, as 
other homes in the nation but 
paid about 60 per cent less for 
each kilowatt hour. 

Data concerning the growth of 
the area are contained in TVA’s 
annual power report for the fis- 
cal year ended last June 30. | 


Revenues Set Record.

year. Since 1947 the agency’s 
revenues have increased about 
fivefold. 

Although TVA did not alter its 
wholesale power rates, two of its 
distributor customers cut their | 
retail charges. This continued a_ 


trend that has been under way | 


since the mid-1940s among local 
distributing firms selling TVA 
power, it was said. 
Seventy-seven of the agency’s 
155 local distributors now have | 
cut their rates below the basic 
retail schedule established when 
TVA began selling electricity in 
1934. Accumulated earnings and 
operating efficiencies achieved 
by the distributors are said to | 
be responsible. 


} 

The growth of the TVA area | 
is indicated by its sharply rising | 
sales of electricity. Total sales | 
last year amounted to slightly 
more than 60,000,000 kilowatt 
hours. That was double the 1954 
level and more than five times 
that of 1947. 


Gain in Sales to Co-Ops. 

Almost all of the gain in power 
revenue experienced by TVA 
last year came from increased | 
sales to the municipal and rural | 
electric co-operative systems | 
that distribute its power. Dis- | 
tributors paid $91,000,000 to TVA | 
for power last year, compared | 
with $85,400,000 the previous | 
year. 
TVA officials regarded the | 
new record achieved in total | 
power revenues, as well as one | 
in net power proceds, as partic- | 
ularly significant in view of the 
recession experienced by many 
segments of business and indus- 
try in the year. The business 
drop-off was reflected by the 
fact that TVA’s direct sales to 
31 large industrial customers 
showed only a minute gain. 


Sales to federal agencies, prin- | 


cipally the Atomic Energy Com- | oe 


mission, continued to account 
for nearly half of TVA’s power 
output although they were slight- 
ly below those of 1960. Revenues 
from this source totaled $109,- 
900,000 on sales of 28,200,000,000 
billion kilowatt hours. 


Payments Increase. 

In the year the TVA power 
program made payments total- 
ing $6,500,000 in lieu of taxes to 
state and local governments in 


TVA also paid $51,400,000 into | 


teh United States Treasury. Of 
the total, $41,400,000 was a divi- 
dend, or interest, payment on the 
outstanding balance of the fed- 
eral investment in TVA. The rest | 
was a part repayment of the | 
federal investment. 

Non-power operations by TVA, 
which are financed principally 
through non-repayable federal 
appropriations, cost about $15,- 
400,000 last year. Included were 
flood control, navigation devel- 
opment, agricultural and for- 
estry work. 

In the: past fiscal year, TVA 
for the first time utilized the 
authority granted it by Congress 
in 1959 to finance its power pro- 
gram by selling bonds to private 
investors. Two bond issues, each 
totaling $50,000,000, were sold. 


Interior Department Power Rate 
Too Low, GAO Says. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (UPI) 
—Congressional auditors yester- 
day accused the Department of 
Interior of selling electric power 
from three federal projects too 
cheaply. They said the depart- 
ment failed to comply with the 
law. 

In a report to Congress, the 
watchdog General Accounting 
Office said President Kennedy 
should direct Interior Secretary 
Stewart Udall to submit revised 
power rates for approval by the 
Federal Power Commission. 

The GAO said the FPC had 
rejected rates charged for power 
from the Wolf Creek, Center 
Hill and Dale Hollow projects 
in Kentucky and Tennessee on 
May 20, 1958. 

Yet Interior continued to sell 
power to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority at the disapproved 
rates, the auditors said,

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AEC 10 GRAN 
SCHOOLS PROFIT

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 — The 
Atomic Energy Commission has 
adopted a policy opening the 
door for universities to make a 
profit on their management of 
the commission’s national] labo- 
ratories. 

The new policy, adopted last 
week with no public announce- 
ment, would put the universi- 
ties on about the same footing 
as commercial contractors doing 
research work for the commis- 
sion. Following the cost-plus 
pattern used in industrial re- 
search contracts, the universities 
would be compensated for the 
direct costs of running the lab>- 
ratories and in addition would 
receive a so-called management 
allowance to cover indirect ex- 
penses. 

As construed by the commis- 
sion, this management fee would 
provide no profit for the uni- 
versities, but many officials be- 
lieve it would have this ef‘ect 
since the universities are likely 
to receive more than their estab- 
lished direct and indirect costs 
for running the laboratories. 

The issue, which has caused 
a division between the three 
scientist and two lawyer mem- 
bers of the commission, has 
arisen in the negotiations over 
renewing the University of Chi- 
cago’s contract for operating the 
Argonne National Laboratory in 
Lemont, Il. 

In the negotiations, the Univer- 
sity of Chicago said its adminis- 
tration or overhead expenses for 
running the Argonne Laboratory 
was $1,600,000 a year. Commis- 
sion budget and accounting offi- 
cials placed the identifiable ex- 
penses at only $600,000 a year 
after an examination of the uni- 
versity’s claim. 

The university said the com- 
mission was not taking into ac- 
count many intangible expenses, 
As a compromise, the university 
proposed that instead of trying 
to delineate all the expenses, it 
be given an annual management 
fee of $1,200,000.

Interest Rates in U.S. Lower 


Than in Many Other Countries 


Formosan Banking Executives Emphasize 
Difference—Cut Since 1950 in 


Rates on Deposits.

Interest rates in the United States have risen substantially 
in the postwar period, bit they are still low in comparison with 
rates in many other countries. This point was emphasized yester- 
day by a group of Formosan banking executives visiting St. Louis. 


In this country, large corpora- 
tions with the best credit rating 
can borrow funds from commer- 
cial banks with 
interest at 4% @& 
per cent a year. 
Some well- 
known firms 
can borrow 
funds for four 
to six months 
at 27% to 33% 
per cent inter- 
est on commert- 
cial paper sold 
through dealers. 

Higher rates W. H. Kester 
are charged for business loans 
to smaller companies and those 
with secondary credit status. 
But the quarterly surveys made 
by the Federal Reserve System 
show that only 3 per cent of 
the dollar volume of short-term 
business loans carries interest 
rates of more than 6 per cent. 

The average interest rate on 
all short-term business loans 
was 4.99 per cent in September, 
the rederal Reserve Board re- 
ported recently. This is sub- 
stantially higher than the aver- 
age rate of less than 3 per cent 
that prevailed from 1935 to 1950. 


Higher in Formosa. 

In Formosa, however, interest 
rates are much higher than in 
the United States despite recent 
reductions, Chang-ki Ing, assist- 
ant general manager of the 
Bank of Taiwan, said here yes- 
terday. He was one of a group 
of nine Formosan banking ex- 
ecutives studying banking opera- 
tions in this country. 

In 1950, interest rates on de- 
posits in Formosa were about 


7144 per cent a month, equal to | 


simple annual rate of about 90 
per cent. However, as a result 
of improvement in banking and 
economic conditions there, rates 
have been reduced to about 1.2 
per cent a month. 

Loans are made at varying in- 
terest rates, depending on type. 
For exports, loans are made at 
¥, per cent a month, if United 
States dollars are used, but at 
1 per cent a month if domestic 
currency is used. Business loans 
carry an average monthly in- 
terest rate of 1.68 per cent, if

The Formosan bankers will

Only Three Lower. 

Prime loan rates for business 
borrowers were lower than in 
the United States in only three 
countries last year, the First 
National City Bank of New York 
found. At that time, the prime 
rate here was five per cent, but 
was between four and one-half 
and five per cent in Netherlands, 
Switzerland and Lebanon. Rates 
of six. to eight per cent were 
common in countries with de- 
veloped money markets. In some 
countries, rates of more than 
10 per cent were being charged. 

Interest rates vary from area 


to area within the United States. | 


Mortgage loan rates are usually 


lowest in the New England area | 


and highest in the Pacific coast | 
states. Rural banks also general- |

British Commerical Minister Believes There Is Always More to Be Learned on Subject

“AMERICA IS THE MOST 
complicated country in the 
world,” said John Ogilvie Ren- 
nie of the British Embassy in 
Washington. Her. Majesty's 
commercial minister was here 
recently to celebrate Stix, Baer 
and Fuller’s Festival Britannia. 
One of his main tasks was to 
sit in a red Rolls Royce and 
lead a downtown parade of 
Essex and Kent regimental bag- 
pipers in full Scottish regalia 
and a procession of 50 British 
automobiles. The exhibition re- 
presented a Burgoygne-like as- 
sault on the Detroit automobile 
industry. 

His assignment did not sur- 
prise him in the least. He is 
convinced that in America any- 
thing can happen. But a highly 
diverse career has helped him 
cope with United States com- 
plexities. 

“Actually, I'm a plumber, not 
a protocol expert. I entered the 
Foreign Service accidentally — 
there was no conscious direc- 
tion. I come from a long line 
of Scottish engineers. I’m the 
first one who has not made a 
lucrative living that way.” 

Nevertheless, this family tra- 
dition caused the British For- 
eign Office to use the 47-year- 
old Rennie as an engineering 
trouble-shooter in some of the 
most far-flung parts of the em- 
pire, 

His education was also some- 
what unorthodox. “I went to 
Wellington College, a British 
public school founded by Queen 
Victoria's husband Prince Al- 
bert in honor of the Duke of 
Wellington. The institution has 
produced a long line of dis- 
tinguished military figures of 
which I was not one. From 
Wellington I went on in 1932 to 
Balliol College of Oxford Uni- 
versity. My tutors were splen- 
didly broadminded and patient 
and they didn’t care whether I 
went to lectures or not. I 
studied all kinds of relatively 
obscure aspects of history and 
eventually ended up spending 
as much time away from Ox- 
ford as in it. 


“I wanted to see southeastern 
Europe and the Balkans. So I 
got a job as the driver of a 
two-ton truck and spent quite a 
bit of time wandering through 
Hungary, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, 
Greece and on through Turkey. 
It was just about the last time 
one could have done that. 


“We slept under the truck and 
carried goods from place to 
place, any load we could pick 
up except goatskins. They 
smelled too badly. At that time 
there was very little wheel traf- 
fic in the neighborhood at all. 
At one frontier post the last 
motor vehicle that had passed 
was carrying King Peter of 
Serbia, about 20 years before. 

“I also made road sketches 
for the Danube International 
Highway Commission. In North 
Greece people have a very rug- 
ged sense of humor. I was 
sleeping one day and awoke to 
find that a citizen had poured 
about 10 gallons of petrol over 
me and was just about to finish 
the job with the rest of our 
supply. My modern Greek was 
no good but my classical tradi- 
tion came through. I let fly at 
him with one of the curses 
Prometheus used when he was 
chained to the rock. 

“It was like quoting Chaucer 
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JOHN OGILVIE RENNIE... “even after 20 years, | don't yet know how long it will be 


in the Blue Ridge Mountains. 
The Greek was very impressed 
but whether the curse truly 
stopped him I don’t know. 
There actually wasn’t much pet- 
rol left to pour.” 

Rennie managed to finish Ox- 
ford in 1935 and for a gradua- 
tion present was given a trip 
to the United States. 

“IT have always been im- 
pressed by American advertis- 
ing agencies. I think they are 
a splendid art form. I dropped 
in to see one in New York on 
a purely social visit and ac- 
cidentally and unintentionally 
ended up as an office boy. At 
that time I was an aging in- 
fant prodigy. I had stopped 
painting at 15 because I had 
no time, but by then I had had a 
flower painting hung in the 
Royal Academy in London and 
another in the Paris Salon. I 
was hired originally on the 
strength of these paintings be- 
cause it was generally thought 
I might go into the agency’s 
art department. But they needed 
a research statistician instead. 


‘My special job then was to 
tell United States firms about 
the American market. So 
willy-nilly I learned about the 
country. At one time I could 
recite the names of all 3072 
American counties. Then I 
tried to codify your liquor re- 
gulations, but I gave that up 
as a bad job. By states, those 
regulations are legion.” 


When Hitler marched into Po- 
land in 1939 Rennie offered his

services to the British consul- 
ate in Baltimore and a short 
time later was sent to British 
Information Services in New 
York. B.LS., a governmental 
agency, not only disseminated 
news about England to Amer- 
ica but also gathered and analy- 
zed American news and opinion 
for the British Foreign Office. 


*‘B.1.S. was most stimulating,” 
said Rennie. “It was a fascin- 
ating aggregation of eccentric 
British and American genius. 
One former member is now 
chief foreign correspondent for 
the Beaverbrook newspaper em- 
pire, another is a noted English 
economist, another is a Mem- 
ber of Parliament and still an- 
other is a cattle rancher on the 
grand scale in the Pacific 
Northwest. 

“Why it didn’t blow up I'll 
never know, except that it had 
its own esprit and its own 
cement.” This was quite true. 
Its members, whether British or 
American, were of remarkably 
similar tastes. When news came 
of the execution of the gross, 
aging Mussolini by Italian par- 
tisans, all hands stopped what 
they were doing and by common 
consent solemnly sang verse 
after verse of ‘‘Giovinezza," the 
Italian fascist hymn: “Youth, 
youth, springtime of beauty...” 

Besides the ordinary gather- 
ing and giving out of informe- 
tion, B.I.S. found itself perform- 
ing various odd but important 
duties.

‘He Can Make Even 
Elephant Vanish 


HE’S A QUIET, almost shy man with brown hair—a man 
who spends a lot of time studying his fingers, and adjusting 
kis horn-rimmed glasses—but Mark Wilson plays to audiences 
of 12,000,000 to 13,000,000 persons every week. He’s a magi- 
, cian and, more than that, 
1 the most analytica! magi- 
cian since Thurston. 

Wilson ts 32 years old 
and not too long ago was 
a cheerleader at Southern 
Methodist University. To- 
day, he stars on a CBS 
television show on Satur- 
day mornings called ‘‘The 
Magic Land of Allaka- 
zam’’ (KMOX-TY, 10 a.m.). 
The argument against the 
use of a magician on tele- 
vision is that, once he 
runs through his tricks, 
he’s dead. 

Mark Wilson assured 
CBS he could go on for- 
ever and never run out of 
new tricks, new illusions. 
He has been on three 
years now, and he has a 
huge audience which has 
never caught him repeating. Wilson has a house on St. Ives 
drive in Hollywood and, in it, new magical devices are in- 
veented and polished every week. 

The house once belonged to Boris Karloff. This, Mrs. 
Wilson thinks, gives the place an aura. She assists her 
husband in his act and finds time to help their little boy, Mike, 
with. his homework. Wilson spends his evenings working out 
new illusions, and he is fond of reminding friends that no 
one teaches magic. 


There is no school for it. Every magician is self- 
taught. They start with small tricks, as Mark Wilson 
did when he was 8. His father took him to see a 
magician named Tommy Martin, The shy youngster 
became so fascinated that the father bought him a 
book of magic tricks to keep him quiet. 


At the age of 13, he knew a lot of simple tricks. His 
hands were becoming practiced and clever. He got a part- 
time job at Douglas Magic Land in Dallas, performing tricks 
and selling books of magic. As he progressed, Mark Wilson 
learned that all magic tricks fall into seven basic categories: 
(1) Vanishing act; (2) Magical appearance; (3) Transposition, 
when an object moves mysteriously from one place to another; 
(4) Exchange, when one object is changed to another; (5) 
Levitation, when a solid is made to float; (6) Penetration, 
in which an object, like a pencil, is made to pierce another, 
like a board; (7) Changes in size, shape or color. 

There are at least 10,000 ways of performing the seven 
tricks. All of them are performed by misdirection. The magi- 
cian diverts the attention of his audience by elaborate move- 
ments of the hand, by monologue, by having a pretty assist- 
ant make an appearance from the wings, by pulling a sleeve 
up, by putting a hand into a jacket pocket. 

Wilson found that it was not enough to know the tricks. 
He had to educate his hands until he mastered dexterity, 
timing and misdirection. Even this was not enough. He had 
to learn to act, so that his shy personality became pleasing, 
so that he could entertain as well as deceive. 

When he was ready, Mark Wilson went to CBS and sold 
the show himself. The television executives surveyed the 
field of magic and found that almost all of the great magicians 
are dead or retired: Dante, Thurston, Houdini, Keller are 
gone, Cardini performs occasionally, Blackstone is retired. 


CBS decided to try Wilson’s magic on a short 
option. In the past three years, his audience has 
grown bigger and bigger. A few weeks ago, Wilson 
made a live elephant disappear on stage. It was the 
first time that trick had been attempted since Houdini 
did it on the stage of the Hippodrome in New York in 
1921, 


Among his steady props, Mark has Basil the Baffling 
Bunny; Harriet the Harmonious Hamster, and Doris the 
Daring Dove. She’s tempermental and has five stand-ins. 
Wilson was in New York a week or more ago and he stopped 
in at my house for lunch. We talked magic because I’m a 
fan, not a magician. 

While he spoke, Wilson performed little tricks for the Stone 
girls, Karen and Kathleen. He produced four small colored 
pencils and showed the girls a trick. He would hold his hands 
behind his back, he said, and if the girls would give him one 
of the pencils, he would tell them which one it was. He did, 
and the trick was done several times. 

They asked how it was done, and he showed them. The 
pencil is placed in his hands behind his back. He presses the 
point of it against his thumbnail. Then, still holding the pencil 
behind his back, he brings the marked hand up before his 
eyes and pretends to think. He looks at the mark on the 
thumbnail and names the color. 

The little girls are now the social lions at their school.

Cuban Refugee Problem in Miami 


nape Are Creating Tensions by Flooding Employment Market and as eytste of Welfare F paves 


GERARDO de VILLIERS, one of Cuba's top criminal law-

MIAMI, Nov. 8 (UPI). 
FOR FLORENTINA, Paradise 
is a@ one-room apartment with 
her two children, a United States 
zovernment check for $100 a 
month, and shelves around her 
kitchen niche stacked with dried 
beans, rice, flour and lard given 

her out of Federal surpluses. 


“The little boys do not like the 
powdered milk too much. But 
truly this is Paradise. The only 
thing I lack here is knowing 
how to speak your language.” 


Florentina, a hardy, dark- 
haired, 35-year-old woman in a 
faded house dress, is one of be- 
tween 55,000 and 65,000 Cuban 
refugees who have made Miami 
their gateway to freedom from 
Fidel Castro’s regime. They are 
still pouring in, and most of 
them stay here after they ar- 
rive. 

Florentina will not tell you her 
last name, nor the name of the 
Cuban coastal town she came 
from. Some of her family and 
relatives are still in Cuba. 


But she will tell you in Span- 
ish if you visit her in the old 
stucco apartment house in one 
of Miami’s burgeoning Cuban 
sections: ‘‘My house is your 
house. You are welcome here. 
Come back when you can.”’ 

The story of Florentina and 
hor family is typical: 

Her husband, an electrician, 
left Cuba last March. He fled 
by plane to South America, 
Florentina says, after Castro’s 
police accused him of “anti- 
Communism and sabotage. The 
Militia had orders to machine- 
gun him on sight.” 

Florentina managed to get 
visas for herself and her boys, 
2 and 3 years old, and flew to 
Miami in April, just before the 
April 17 invasion. 

Her brother escaped in May in 
a 17-foot boat with his wife and 
four others. They were spotted 
and chased by two Cuban gun- 
boats and fired on by a third, 
but they made it. Others have 


been shot trying. 


The brother works on a farm 
near Miami. He is one of about 
5000 exiles here lucky enough to 
find work. Others search daily 
for jobs, and this is one source 
of a slowly growing—but not 
yet serious —tension between 
United States residents and the 
refugees. The Cubans are 
looked on as competition for 
unemployed Americans. 


Florentina’s husband is in New 
York, working with one of the 
many exile political factions. 

Florentina is content to stay 
in Miami until her family can 
reorganize itself. The $100 a 
month she draws in subsistence 
is the maximum. The average 
grant is $74 among the 15,000 
family units drawing federal 
funds here. The “‘unit’’ in some 
cases is a single person, in 
others it is a large family. 

Federal food is also available 
to the exiles. The monthly ra- 
tion for the family of four con- 
sists of eight pounds of dried 
beans, 15 pounds of corn meal, 
30 pounds of flour, four three- 
ounce cans of processed meat, 
nine pounds of dried milk (about 
40 quarts), two pounds of peanut 
butter, three pounds of rolled 
oats, eight pounds of lard and 
eight pounds of rice. 

The food comes from Govern- 
ment surpluses and is available 
to needy United States citizens, 
too. But the welfare money 
given the refugees is not. Here 
is another source of resentment 
against the Cubans, for the $100 
maximum available to a refugee 
family is more than the state 
and county agencies here allow 
for United States welfare cases. 

More than that, Cubans who 
have just arrived here and are 
unable to find jobs are eligible 
for aid, while unemployment 
compensation for Americans is 
limited to those who have 
worked before, and the amount 
of aid is determined by the 
length of previous employment. 

The funds are distributed to

CUEBIDS CAN sometimes be 
made to serve a useful purpose 
when there is no better bid 
available. For example, observe 
North’s predicament after South 
made a takeout double and West 
bid three diamonds. 

North had a right to assume 
his side had a game somewhere, 
but could not be sure whether 
it was in spades, hearts or

clubs. Rather than try to guess 
the best contract, he cuebid dia- 
monds to force South to make 
the choice. 

South responded four spades 
and that became the contract. 
West led a diamond. East took 
the ace and then led the queen, 
which held. Next he played the 
nine of hearts and South’s king 
lost to the ace. 

West knew he could not af- 
ford to return a heart, since 
East’s play of the nine was ob- 
viously his highest heart.

Fix It Yourself By Hubbard Cobb 


IF YOU HEAT your home with 
hot water radiators, you may 
find that certain radiators never 
get very hot—they just sort of 
get warm. While this might be 
caused by an error in installa- 
tion, chances are that it’s nothing 


’ more than air. 


When the water in the boiler 
is heated, the air contained by 
the water is set free and off it 
goes to find a way out. Usually 
it never finds a way out but in- 
stead gets trapped in the radi- 
ator. It collects at the top of 
the radiator and this means that 
this space can’t be filled by 
water. If there is enough trapped 
air in the radiator, only a small 
amount of water can enter and 
this means a small amount of 
heat. 


What you have to do is to re- 
move the air from inside the 
radiator and this is done by open- 
ing the small air valve usually 
located on one side of the radi- 
ator near the top. There is a 
little key used to open this valve 
and when it’s opened, the air will 
whiz out. 

Of course, to drive the air out 
of the radiator, there must be 
water pressure. On new systems 
there is an automatic feed valve 


on the boiler and so the minute . 


the air valve is opened and the 
pressure is released, water starts 
coming into ‘the system to force 
out the air. In older homes you 
will have to open the boiler sup- 
ply feed valve to bring water 
into the boiler at the same time 
the radiator air valve is opened.

the Cubans through the Cuban 
Refugee Emergency Relief Cen- 
ter, the heart of Miami’s exile 
operation. 

Located in a big concrete 
building in an older section of 
downtown Miami, the center dur- 
ing weekday-only business hours 
is a constant din of refugees be- 
ing processed by center workers 
and church groups. 

Once a day a _ high-pitched 
loudspeaker calls for a ‘‘mo- 
mento de silencio’’—‘‘A moment 
of silence, please, for Cuba, 
which suffers.” 

Marshall Wise, director, esti- 
mates the center handles 85 to 
90 per cent of all Cubans com- 
ing here. In the past two months, 
registration has risen to about 
1000 family units a week. The 
cost of running the center has 
gone over $2,000,000 a month. 

Half of this cost is for the 
welfare payments, the other half 
for medical care for exiles, 
sharing expenses with Dade 
county for an estimated 10,000 
refugees children now in public 
schools here, paying for the 
tetanus and smallpox shots and 
X-rays given each new arrival, 
and administrative costs. 

Wise says there are over 60,- 
000 Cubans in Miami now. 


The only official figures come 
from District Immigration Di- 
rector Edward P. Ahrens, whose 
men must check each new exile, 
question them if necessary, and 
either grant them indefinite po- 
litical asylum or send them—‘‘if 
there is reason to believe they 
will violate internal security’’— 
to a Texas detention center. 


As of Oct. 31, Ahrens says, 
there were 79,300 Cuban refugees 
in the United States, most of 
them in Miami. 

Pan American World Airways, 
which operates two daily round- 
trip flights between Miami and 
Havana, averaged 200 passen- 
gers a day on northbound flights 
in September. The Miami-to-Ha- 
vana average was 20 a day.

drifting at sea in a 17-foot 
boat; another mother who hid 
with her infant son for two 
days on a Cuban beach waiting 
to leave, then had to watch 
her baby go without food for a 
day at sea before rescue 
came; the boy who brought his 
dog along, and shared the last 
water with the dog while 
adrift, All of them made it. 


The laboring classes, the 
fishermen and mechanics and 
bus drivers, are coming now, 
Wise says. Before that it was 
the upper class: doctors, 
dentists, all the justices of the 
Cuban Supreme Court, the en- 
tire University of Havana 
faculty, close to 900 lawyers. 


One of the lawyers was Gerar- 
do de Villiers, one of Cuba’s most 
brilliant criminal attorneys. In 
Miami, he plays the drums in a 
night club. But he is not com- 
plaining. 

“When they get here, almost 
all of them are penniless,” says 
Wise. “They are courageous, 
they are idealistic and they take 
the chances. Almost all of them 
are good. They are some of the 
finest people I have ever worked 
with. "

Singing the Tavern Blues. 


| Dear Martha: 
| MY HUSBAND AND I have been very happy until this 
fest year. He has started back to school in the evenings and 
ie gone a good deal of the time. My problem is that he stops 
with the fellows for a beer after night school and doesn’t get 
home sometimes until after 
midnight. He says there is 
nothing wrong with this be- 
cause the fellows just talk 
and have a few beers. 
Fighting with him has only 
made“ matters worse. I 
can’t figure out why the 
tavern is more important 
to him than coming home 
to me and the children. I 
thought of going to a mar- 
riage counselor but know 
I would never get him to 
consult one because he 
thinks I am making too 
much fuss over nothing. Please help me because I honestly 
have the feeling that our marriage is falling apart. 
HELPLESS WIFE. 


Your husband is to be commended for the effort 
he is making to continue his education. However, 
the atmosphere of the classroom has him a bit carried 
away. He is trying to recapture the carefree feeling 
he had as a schoolboy and hanging around with the 
boys in the tavern after classes is his way of post- 
poning coming back to the reality of wife and children. 
Don’t nag or fuss but ask him to limit the time he 
spends with the boys after classes. Praise him for 
his efforts to further his education and take as great 
an interest as you can in his studies. Have a talk 
with him and tell him you know that he is seeking 
more education because he wants the better things 
of life for you and the children. When he realizes that 
you appreciate what he is doing for his children he 
may find that coming home is more pleasant than 
sitting around is a tavern with the boys.

The quality of medical care cannot be measured in 
the number of visits a doctor makes. If the problem involved 
ts a slow, chronic one, the doctor shouldn’t waste time (and 
money) on unnecessary visits. He should keep track of the 
general progress of the case, and depend on the patient to call 
him if some sudden or unusual] development occurs. If, for 
gome reason, the patient just doesn’t like, trust, or can’t stand 
the sight of the doctor, a different one should be consulted. 
And by every human judgment the patient has a right to do 
so. Trust, liking, empathy, or whatever you want to call it, 
is a vital ingredient of good medical care. 

But in any country, under any plan, I likewise want patients 
to realize that “shopping around” for doctors is wasteful. 
Trying to judge a doctor by the number of visits he makes 
is futile. 


Switching from one doctor to another is entirely 
proper if some friction exists. But switching because 
of a whim, or trivial matter, is wasteful. This is true 
whether the patient pays fees direct, or belongs to a 
“plan,” or lives under government medicine. It’s 
wasteful to quit one doctor and then have the next 
ene have to go through the process of learning the 
history of the case, new examinations, etc. 

Unless you have a compelling reason, don’t switch 
doctors. If you do have a compelling one, do it at 
once. The purpose of medicine, after all, is to pro- 
vide the care and attention that a patient needs. Isn’t 
that so? As for waste—duplicated effort is bad under 
any system.

Mayor Lester W. Duggan Jr. 
said he opposes both issues for 
a number of reasons. 

He said the bond issue is a 
luxury the residents of Ferguson 
cannot afford. He felt that 
the tax increase that would fol- 
low the approval would be a 
burden the taxpayers cannot af- 
ford to pay. 

Tax Rise Predicted. 

“The cost of the proposed 
bonds,” he said, “‘would cost the 
taxpayers an average of about 
7 cents for each $100 assessed 
valuation over 15 years.’’ 

He said the city needs a num- 
ber of other things and the re- 
sources of those who must pay 
for them are not abundant 
enough to carry those costs, 
either. 

Couincilman John Brawley op- 
posed Duggan’s statements, say- 
the methods planned for 
payment of the proposed bonds 
would be included in the present 
plan for handling the city’s bond- 
ed indebtedness. 


Brawley said there would be | 


a delay before the bonds would 
begin to be paid off. 
Denies Need for Boost. 

“The only cost to the city,’”’ he 
said, “until our present in- 
debtedness is paid off would be 
the interest costs, and these 
charges would not necessitate a 
tax increase.”’ 

He said estimates he had re- 
ceived indicate the most the 
taxes could be increased would 
be 2 or 3 cents. 

The proposed bond issue would 
provide funds for a $250,000 com- 
munity center to replace a 
wooden meeting house in Janu- 
ary-Wabash Park. This center 
would contain an auditorium and 
several meeting rooms. 

The remaining money would 
be used to develop the Forest- 
wood property, a tract of about 
30 acres. 

The bond issue would require 
a two-thirds majority vote for 
approval. 

Annexation Opposed. 

The annexation proposal, 
which involves an area in which 
about 1000 persons live, would 
require a simple majority and 
is in the form of an amendment 
to the city charter. 

“Tl am opposed to the annexa- 
tion because these people do not 
want to be annexed, and they | 
will never have an opportunity | 
to express their opinion on a 
ballot,” Duggan said. 

He said also the cost to Fer- 
guson taxpayers for additional 
services to be rendered to the 
new area would not be covered 
by the additional revenue col- 
leeted from it. 

“The area would be zoned 
residential if the 
annexation is approved, Studies 
have shown that this type of 
property does not carry its 
share of the tax burden, Duggan 
said. 

Would Oppose Rezoning. 

He said the residents would 
not approve of the area being 
rezoned industrial, so no hope 
for adequate payment for city 
services could be expected. 

Brawley said persons in the 
area had said they would prefer 
not to be annexed but realized 
that annexation is_ inevitable. 
He said they thought if annexa- 
tion were necessary, Ferguson 
would offer more advantages 
than other cities with which an- 
nexation is possible. 

He said both proposed issues 
would be good for Ferguson 
residents. 

A split in the council has been 
evident for some time. It has 
placed Duggan and Councilman 
Carl V. Kersting on one side, and 
Councilmen Brawley, Gerald C. | 
Reid, John U. Shepardson, Rus- | 
sell Clark and Kenneth M. Spell- | 
meyer on the other.

Tax ‘Ridiculously Low.’ 

“This is an almost ridiculously 
low tax when you consider that 
better than average services are 
available,”’ Wallace said. 

He said another reason for the 
low tax rate is the village form 
of government. 

“Many citizens work in the 
government of Hazelwood on a 
part-time basis without pay,’’ he 
explained. 

The population in Hazelwood 
in 1950 was 336 and there were 
only four businesses. Today 
there are 6045 residents and 135 
businesses. 

One of the main reasons for 
the growth of industry in the 
community, Wallace said, is that 
commercial areas are situated 
near all means of transportation. 

He said major highways pass 
directly through the community, 
the major air terminal for the 
metropolitan area in nearby and 
the Wabash Railroad Co. has 
provided rail facilities. 

Some of the major industrial 
firms in the community are 
Allis-Chalmers, Firestone, the 
Lincoln-Mercury plant of the 
Ford Motor Co., General Foods, 
General Motors; International 
Harvester, Kroger, Rexall, and 
United Transports. 

Wallace said an estimated 5000 
persons are employed in com- 
mercial firms in Hazelwood. He 
said a large number of persons 
also were employed at Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Corp., which is 
partly within the city limits. 

Despite the advantages offered 
by a village form of government, 
the administration has appointed 
Allen Brumbach to head a gov- 
ernment study committee which 
is investigating the possibilities 
of forming a third class city. 

May Change Government. 

Robert L. Byassee, chairman 
of the board of trustees, said the 
committee is now studying all 
factors relating to the subject. 

He said a complete report and 
recommendations should be made 
to the board before the end of 
the year.

Advantages of an urban re 
newal area designation would 
be not only financial, it was 
pointed out by West End Confer- 
ence leaders. 

The city does not have author- 
ity to condemn property for re- 
sale. but in an urban renewal 
program the Land Clearance 
Authority could condemn an 
abandoned filling station or a 
vacant tenement, raze it and sell 
the property at reduced price to 
a purchaser contracting to. put 
it to better use. 

It is hoped that stricter zon- 
ing and higher housing standards 
would be invoked. The confer- 
ence would like to have alleys 
closed for conversion into chil- 
dren’s play areas and some 
streets dead-ended to divert 
through traffic from residential 
areas.

PRECAUTIONS

Precautionary measures which 
should be taken by residential 
swimming pool owners in Oliv- 
ette to preserve their pools and 
protect them from damage in 
the winter months have been 
outlined in a letter sent to res- 
idents by the Olivette Health 
Department. 

Pools should not be emptied 
because to do so invites crack- 
ing and buckling from pressure 
exerted by the surrounding 
earth. Pressure is equalized by 
keeping water in the pool. 
Heavy logs or partially sub- 
merged metal drums should be 
fastened at intervals to the sides 
of the pool to protect the walls 
from ice damage. The pool 
should be covered to keep out 
dirt and debris. 

Other measures which should 
be taken include: Continuation 
of chlorination, so long as the 
water is not frozen; deck furni- 
ture and other equipment should 
be stored or covered; filters 
should be cleaned and drained; 
electric poWer disconnected; in- 
lets or fill lines drained and 
tightly plugged.

The St. Louis-St. Louis County 
Joint Civil Defense Control Cen- 
ter, near Olive Street road, on 
Reil Estate drive, is an under- 
ground shelter constructed and | 
equipped at a cost of $375,000. | 
The cost of the center was 
shared by the federal govern- 
ment. St. Louis and the county. 

The facility is modern in every 
detail, with multiple communi- | 
cations equipment, air filtering 
devices, auxiliary power, and 
enough food and water to supply 
the 150 priority personnel for 30 
days.
